The following article on the highways 
I New Jersey ia from the "Country 
QecUleman." What the writer has to 
of the MviSLf, to farmers by having 
good roads ought to stimulate the work 
in this state: 

In many respects New Jersey is the 
leading Slate in the, matter of 
road improvement In proportion to 
her total mileage, she probably has more 
miles of stone roads than the people ef 
other States. T ie principal difficulty ol 
other States is to construct enough of 
macadam annually to meet the popular 
demand "When the subject oi road im- 
provement waa first agitated the farmers, 
except in two counties, opposed the pro- 
ject. A State-aid law was, however car- 
ried, and now the farmers almost univer- 
sally approve of it and are constantly 
Ailing petitions for the improvement of 
more uilts of road. Thia is became 
says State Commissioner Budd, 'they are 
yearly saving in the use of the hard 
roads already built many thousands of 
dollars in the wear and tear of teams 
and in the cash cost of sending their 
produce to market.' Here ia a practical 
illustration. 

In Gloucester county and tin souther n 
part of Camden county great quantities 
of watermelons, tomatoes, white and 
sweet potatoes and many other fruits and 
vegetables are raised. The roads were 
formerly so bad that most of the stuff 
was sent to market by rail or boat, and 
teams could haul but forty or fifty bas- 
kets of produce. Since the leading roads 
have been. macadamized toward the Glon- 
coster city ferry, there are, say 4 Mr. 
Budd, ' from l.ttOO to 1,900 teams a day 
passing be an fro on this ferry, where 
300 or <M0 was the maximum before. 

These teams now carry from 110 to ITS 
live-eights bushel baskets of vegetables 
and fruit, while before they only carried 
from forty to tilty baskets. 

They are now carting to market in- 
stead of sending by boat, as they mainly 
formerly did, and returning with three 
tive ton loads of manure. Their reason 
lor so doing is that thev effect a very 
large saving. Their experience is that 
the average basket of fruit or vegiatables 
sent by boat to the Philadelphia mark- 
ets costs from six to eight cents per bas- 
ket; the items of express by boat are 
three cento for freight, three cents for 
attendant and one or two cento for cart- 
ing in city— total seven or eight cento 
Then, if the commission be added, it 
would average three to four cents more 
— total, eleven to twelve cento. 

By carting an average load of 100 bas- 
kets, the farmer saves to the use ol his 
own team about ten dollars per day. so 
if he were to cart hut five days in a week 
there would be a saving of tilty dollars 
per week, lees the ferry expenses ol 
eeveiity-tive cento a day.

Th 
suit has been where the early opposition 
of tke farmers of Gloucester county was 
marked by the sending of numerous per- 
sons and petitions to the Legislature to 
have the stone-road law either abrogated 
or the mandamus or forcing clause

I thank the president or secretary of the Farmers' Institute for his | 
kind invitation to attend the meeting on the 24th, and ait in the " amen | 
corner." Should I over apeak in " meetin' " I believe it would be on the 
subject of the "Care and Treatment of Dumb Animala on the Farm." 
For instance, I would tell the boye and girla that the nice, white veal we 1 
get in cities waa procured by abject rroelty to Innocent calvea (that tbey 
tenderly cared for and shipped), by I leading them to death, and that they 
lingered for hours and actually mourned their lives sway in agony to grat- 
lira sinlnl, epicurean taste It should make those farm boys indignant, 
and they should ship to small towns. To read of the slaughter houses in 
large cities like Chicago, la like reading the description of an inhuman 
battle. Men in their rage for wealth utterly Ignore and trample all hu- 
mane feelings in their modes and methods of dealing with stock. 

I would enter a protest agalnet clipped, checked and docked borsos. 
A docked horse can neither eat nor sleep comfortably in the fly season In 
tome pLftCOS, we are told, signs are put up, " Horses taken into gram ; long 
tails, one dollar and fifty cents, abort tails, ono dollar," and it simply means 
that the latter are taken cheaper because thev are so bothered by flies that 
they eat leas. I hsve read of horses that actually committed suicide in 
Buffering from fiiea. We know animals will do that. Itanium's famous 
old cow. Oloriaso, committed suicide from grief Even dogs have been 
known to destrov themselves. 

I wish I had the power to take every man who cuts off a horse's tai 
tie hia hands, turn hire out in a field on a hot day with little clothing oi 
and plenty of li es swarming around Docking is a cruel, wicked thing. 1 
check rein may be useful with a fiery horse, bnt I believe if colta wore 
raised right you wouldn't need it. Bridle up your own head and try it 
awhile. I don't like racing abit, because I believe it is cruel, and I wish 
th'-re wasn't a race horse on the face of the earth, until differently con- 
ducted at the track I don't believe in dehorning cows either. God knew 
how to make cows. Sometimes we know man ( an improve on nature. For 
instance, we take a calf from its mother and raise it as well as she could, 
and thereby get an extra quantity of milk from her in addition, 
thing of dehorning seems unnatural unless cattle are to he sent ta 
otherwise it is like mutilating them. In many cases their horns are the 
only moans of defense And then I'd remind every boy or girl that to 
strike a ccw across the back with a stick makes her milk worse for drink, 
and that to keep cows quiet, and not to worry or hurry or chill or beat 
them increases the tlrw, and that real bad uaage poisons milk. Milk that 
comes from a cow that is not kept clean had better be thrown away and 
water substituted. When I lived in a large city, we all complained to our 
land-lady about tbe "cowy " odor to the milk. She said : " It can't be 
helped, all milk smells like that." One spunky lady said . " It is a lack of 
cleanliness on the part ol the milk man." One day, while out in the city, 
(we got his address), we dropped in for milk ae it were. The cows were in 
a fearful condition as to surroundings, and their bodies were in a sad state 
• of neglect He was reported 

City people are terribly imposed on, and often even when milk is ex- 
amined you can't tell whether it is pure or not. In New York, for in- 
stauce. the law only r< quires thirteen per cent, of solids in it, which is ab- 
oard, we all know, for you can feed a cow on swili alone and still get four- 
teen per cent, of solids in it. Oh, you city folks are queer ! I have no 
prejudice, but I wish I could break up a few of our cities and scatter tbe 
people through the country. Look at our lovely farms in Meade and 
Breckcnrldge counties, maiiy of them with only an old -roan and woman 
on them, while the boya and girli are slaving in stores and shops, eaking 
out a bare existence, growing pale and sickly because they have been 
brought up with a distaste to farm life. 

Here's tbe way country life goes too often, and is what makes the 
younger members dissatisfied, to-wit : " Have a farm about twice as large 
aa you can manage. Don't keep a hired man. Get np at daylight and 
slave 'till dark. Never take a holiday. Have the girls do the housework, 
take care of tbe chickens, make the butter, pick the fruit ; make the boya 
tend the colts and the calves, then put all the mouey they make in bank." 
Oh, that is so encouraging, isn't it ? Don't tako any papers or books. No 
indeed, for they would waste their time in reading, and then they musn't 
lose time in going to the postorfice but once a week, you know. 

If farmers had the wisdom thirty years ago as they have now, (there 
is atill room for light and know ledg'), many boys wouldn't be the poor 
lawyers and dcotora they now are in far-away cities, and many fine farms ftt 
would not have passed into the bands of strangers. The thing cuts both A 
ways, I tell you, when you think ol it right. It isn't all the fault of the I 
boya tbst they leave the country. No matter though how happy human X 
beings are in this world, tbev al wave have something to worry upon re- T 
flection over the past. But life on a farm properly conducted, and as far as 0 
possible upon scientific principles, is by far the happiest, tnoat independent Q 
and moral, peaceful existence. So many worries T There ia only one place H 
where there are not perplexities, and that ia a "home not made with 
hands," and you cannot enter if cruel and unkind to dumb animals.
